President’s Report 


n what might well be called my 
I inaugural address a year ago, I 
promised to pursue two objectives. 
One had to do with political action and, 
although the interest aroused amongst 
the profession was minimal, most of the 
candidates that we endorsed were elected 
to office. From this initial success we 
can be led to believe that the professions 
can be a potent factor in deciding future 
elections, if they will but follow up their 
advantage. It is not too early, even now, 
to start laying plans for participation in 
the 1954 campaign. 

The second objective had to do with 
putting the illegal laboratories out of 
business. In this venture we had no spec- 
tacular success. True, we followed up the 
matter of the lawsuit with all diligence 
but still were unable to present our evi- 
dence to the Master-in-Chancery in time 
to resolve the issue before the fiscal year 
drew to a close. Through our Legislative 
and Law Enforcement Committee we 
have kept tab on most of the illegal 
laboratory operations and have reported 
a great many violators to the Department 
of Registration and Education. 

Our relations with the ethical labora- 
tory owners have improved immensely 
as a result of several heart-to-heart talks 
with their leaders. During the recent 
State Meeting in Peoria, members of our 
Prosthetic Service Committee met with 
the chairman of the State Society’s Pros- 
thetic Service Committee, Dr. Lloyd 
Dodd, and the Laboratory Association 


officials in what Dr. Dodd described as 
an “epochal event.” He felt that our re- 
lationship had taken a great step for- 
ward. It was definitely shown that the 
Laboratory Association has the same ob- 
jectives as we do and would welcome a 
closer relationship with the Dental So- 
ciety. 

No swan song would be complete with- 
out a few words relative to the excellent 
cooperation that I have received from 
all the officers, members of the Board of 
Directors, committee chairmen, _indi- 
vidual members of committees and the 
Central office staff. The editor of the 
ForTNIGHTLY Review deserves a special 
word of praise. He had courage enough 
to “change horses in midstream” and 
thereby prove that such a thing can be 
done successfully. For, midway through 
the year the FortnicHtty Review 
came out in a new format with a distinc- 
tive cover and, for the first time in his- 
tory, cartoons. Compliments have been re- 
ceived from near and far. 

To pick out any special committee for 
commendation would be an impossible 
task. Suffice it to say that whatever suc- 
cess my administration has achieved was 
due, for the most part, to the combined 
efforts of the more than 200 workers who 
annually participate in Society activities. 
To these stalwarts go my heartfelt 
thanks. As someone has said, “Coming 
together is a beginning, keeping to- 
gether is progress, working together is 
success.”

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Painting Impressions on the Upper Arch*

F” a considerable time I have engaged 
in experiments with non-compression 
technique in obtaining impressions. These 
experiments have resulted in a rapid and 
simple procedure of 
painting impressions 
on the maxilla. Re- 
sults appear to war- 
rant the presentation 
of this technique to 
the profession as a 
basis for further 
progress. 
Materials required 
are: 
1. Plaster bowl 
and broad flexible 


spatula. 

2. Any high-grade, fast setting plaster 
impression material. (I have experi- 
mented with many makes and have ob- 
tained practically the same results with 
each. The types that set fast and hard 
are the most desirable. ) 

3. Several thin strips of gauze. 

4. Separating liquid such as Kerr’s 
Super-sep. 

5. Indelible pencil. 

6. Model airplane dope. 

7. Sharp pocket knife. 


STEP NO. 1 


While the assistant mixes the plaster 
to a thick, creamy consistency, wipe the 
palate and ridge dry with small strips of 
gauze. Now with the middle finger (Fig. 
1), carry a small portion of the well 
mixed plaster to the posterior part of the 
palate in the vicinity of the post dam 
region. With successive forward motions,

paint a thin coat of plaster over the entire 
palate; then with the spatula carry an 
additional amount of plaster to the al- 
ready painted area and reinforce to a 
thickness of about three to five milli- 
meters extending the material to the crest 
of the ridges. The fingers are used to 
apply the initial coat so as to prevent 
bubbles or flaws in the impression; apply- 
ing a second coat, using the spatula, 
strengthens the impression (Fig. 2). After 
three to five minutes (depending upon 
the setting time of the plaster used) re- 
move the impression of the palate (Fig. 
3). To facilitate the loosening of the im- 
pression, instruct patient to rinse the 
mouth vigorously with cold water.

STEP NO. 2 


Paint the plaster impression with a 
separating medium which will produce 
a surface that will let the impression slip 
into place without dragging on the tis- 
sue. The separating medium should be 
one that will be absorbed by the plaster, 
such as Kerr’s Super-sep or liquid soap. 


STEP NO. 3 


Dip impression in cold water and im- 
mediately re-seat. The palatal impression 
will remain seated through its own reten- 
tion and adhesion without any support. 


STEP NO. 4 


Make a new mix of plaster as in Step 
No. 1. Wipe the ridges and the periphery 
of the mouth with gauze. Using the spat- 
ula, carry a small amount of plaster to 
either the left or right heel (Fig. 4) and 
place it around the tuberosity, pulling 
the excess plaster forward. In this man- 
ner, the ridge and periphery or border 
should be coated approximately 3 or 4 
millimeters thick. Keep adding plaster, 
moving forward until the median line is 
reached. Now start at the tuberosity or 
heel of the opposite side (Fig. 5) and use 
the same procedure, applying the plaster 
over and around the posterior tuberosity 
and bring forward until the median line 
is reached, uniting the two borders left 
and right at the frenum (Fig. 6). This 
forms a continuation of the palatal im- 
pression covering the ridges up to and 
including the periphery. If this second 
addition to the palate is done with rea- 
sonable care, the union of the palate and 
ridges of the impression will be a perfect 
coalition and will show no seam on the 
model when poured.

STEP NO. 5 


After this plaster has set (3 to 5 min- 
utes), have patient rinse mouth vigor- 
ously with cold water. Remove impression 
with slight pressure on the borders. The 
operator should remember which tuber- 
osity has the smaller undercut or is more 
V-shaped. This is the side from which 
the impression should be loosened. An- 
other method of removal, which can be 
employed, in conjunction with the mouth 
rinse, is to have patient seal the lips and 
blow the cheeks out. 


STEP No. 6 


Check impression for imperfections 
(Fig. 7). If you feel the borders should 
be extended or if there is a deficiency in 
any area, trim this area or border (which- 
ever it may be) to a knife edge from the 
outer surface of the impression so that 
when the impression is replaced in the 
mouth for repair, the plaster will run 
nearly parallel with the tissue and the 
edge will lie snugly to the tissue. In trim- 
ming the impression in this manner, the

junction of the new mix on the old will 
leave no seam. Reseat impression and add 
a fresh plaster mix as before to the por- 
tion of the impression that is being cor- 
rected. 


STEP NO. 7 


If a denture is to function correctly, 
it must extend slightly over the junction 
of the hard and soft palate. Locate the 
right and left pterygomaxillary notches 
and the foveola palatina with an indeli-. 
ble pencil; they may be more easily dis- 
cernible by having the patient hold the 
nose and attempt to blow into the nose. 
This procedure causes the soft palate to 
drop, forming an angle between the hard 
and soft palate. Mark this angle from the 
pterygomaxillary notches to the foveola 
palatina with indelible pencil. Insert im- 
pression into the mouth to transfer the 
indelible pencil line onto the plaster im- 
pression (Fig. 8); this registers the post 
dam area. Post dam either on impression 
with soft strip of equalizing wax and re- 
seat impression or carve on model, which- 
ever is your preference.

The painted impression is now finished 
and ready for the pour-up (Fig. 9). On 
extreme undercuts around heels, etc., the 
impression can be fractured when re- 
moved, replaced in exact position of fin- 
ished impression with sticky wax, then 
treated the same as regular impression. 
When curing acrylic or vulcanite den- 
tures, either cellophane, tinfoil or some 
substitute is used between denture and 
model to facilitate easier separation; con- 
sequently our finished denture is slightly 
larger than the original model. To coun- 
terbalance this error, use dope on the 
IMPRESSION for a separating medium 
(dope is a nonpenetrating medium and 
can be purchased at any Hobby Shop) ; 
this produces a thin coat over the impres- 
sion equal to the thickness of cellophane. 
Thus the model, when poured, is a cello- 
phane thickness smaller than the original 
impression; thence, the finished denture 
will more accurately fit the mouth. 

When casting a metal base, a pene- 
trating separating medium is used, such 
as Kerr’s Super-Sep, which penetrates 
the plaster impression leaving no coating. 
The metal is cast directly to the model 
and is therefore the exact size of the 
model] after it is cast. 


ADVANTAGES OF THIS TECHNIQUE 


1. It is an absolutely non-compression 
technique. When painting plaster on the 
maxilla, the tissues are supporting the 
impression; this is exactly what we ex- 
pect the tissues to do when the finished 
denture is seated. Other types of impres-

sions such as an oversize tray employing 
a wash of plaster, zinc oxide, etc., cannot 
help but support the tissues regardless of 
the fluency of the material used. The tray 
must be held in place until the wash has 
set; therefore, the tissues are being sup- 
ported. 

2. A painted plaster impression will 
endure any number of reseats for the ex- 
amination of seal, stability and retention 
without the slightest fear of distortion. 
What other techniques will withstand this 
test? 

3. There are never any complete re- 
takes. Any defective portion of the im- 
pression can be easily repaired. 

4. With little practice, the complete 
impression can be taken with one mix. 
The entire impression can be taken in less 
than ten minutes chair time; I have dem- 
onstrated this many times at clinics. 

5. Painted plaster impressions seldom 
require adjustments. 

6. Patient can tolerate this type of 
impression with less gagging and dis- 
comfort, than when using a tray.

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ABSTRACTS 


THE PRESENT STATUS OF 
CONCEPT OF FOCAL INFECTION 


“A focus of infection may be described 
as a circumscribed area of tissue infected 
with pathogenic organisms.” It is to be 
remembered that a focus of infection, 
whether primary or secondary, is bac- 
terial and not structural. It is the metas- 
tasis or the toxemia or both that consti- 
tutes focal infection and it is the patient’s 
resistance that determines whether a focus 
of infection causes focal infection. 

The arguments for the principle of 
focal infection are: 

1. Primary foci may be found in asso- 
ciation with secondary systemic disease. 

2. A transient bacteriemia. 

3. Bacterial selective tissue affinity. 

4. Exacerbations of systemic conditions 
following surgical interference on the 
focus. 

5. Secondary improvement on removal 
of primary focus. 

6. Bacteriemic vulnerability by a low- 
ered defense mechanism. 

7. The focus may be a conditioning 
factor in secondary disease. 

8. Secondary infection occurs in per- 
sons more susceptible to infection. 

The arguments against principle of 
focal infection: 

1. Any bacteria containing lesion may 
be called a focus. 

2. Focus may be assigned a factor in 
any disease. 

3. The focus may be removed even 
though the patient is not ill. 

4. Some evidence is based on a single 
case. 

5. Foci are found in asymptomatic 
patients. 

6. Removal of focus only infrequently 
produces cure. 

7. Foci usually produce local reactions. 

8. Bacteriemia usually combated by de- 
fensive processes of body. 


In dental foci periapical granulomas 
are usually encapsulated but this does not 
prevent absorption of bacteria and toxins. 

Gingival and periodontal lesions are a 
manifestation of both local and systemic 
disease. 

There are numerous non-dental foci 
which must be evaluated by the physician. 

Factors which alter the endothelium of 
capillaries also determine localization of 
bacteria from foci of infection. 

It is also possible that the primary 
focus or its toxins produce an allergic 
reaction that plays a part in the secondary 
disease. 

Generally bacteriemia follows extrac- 
tion more frequently when teeth have 
large areas of rarefaction at the root ends 
and when more than one tooth is ex- 
tracted at a sitting. 

Teeth that are infected should be re- 
moved under rigorous sulfanamide or 
antibiotic therapy. 

A wise course in treatment of ocular 
disease is to search for a foci of infection. 

An obvious focus should be removed 
but the physician must take precautions 
to evaluate each case on its merits. 

In all cases, the oral cavity should be 
kept free of infection if possible —By

PREMEDICATION IN DENTISTRY 


The authors present another means 
of combating the trauma occasioned by 
anxiety and fear. In spite of pain control 
the patient still feels or hears the instru- 
mentation of dentistry which causes him 
discomfort. To a large extent this can be 
controlled by the administration of seda- 
tives and narcotics. 

In the office, the premedication of 
choice is one or more of the barbiturates

but there is a considerable time lag before 
they take effect and the dosage varies 
with the individual. Another factor is 
duration of effect and the patient cannot 
leave the dental office unescorted. 

For short appointments or simple ex- 
traction, premedication is not necessary 
but for the long operative appointment 
or the prolonged surgical case, the ideal 
sedative is intravenous injection of pento- 
barbital sodium. The effects are evident 
in 3 to 5 minutes, dosage is small and 
recovery is rapid. 

Administration is 25 mgs very slowly 
and if the patient is drowsy in 30 to 40 


seconds, no more is given. It is not the 


intention to put the patient to sleep. If 
symptoms do not appear, up to 25 mgs 
more may be given. 

Barbiturates should not be used on 
patients with pulmonary disturbances or

The intravenous injection, if made 
slowly enough, is safer than by mouth 
as the effects are noted immediately and 
not after an overdose has been given.

MAXILLARY SINUS CONDITIONS 


Oral diagnosis deals with the individual 
as an organism and involves understand- 
ing and procedures unassociated with 
mechanical restorations. In many in- 
stances the maxillary sinus is a dental 
area. 

Pathosis of the maxillary sinus may be 
due to abnormalities of dental origin. 
Root tips, unerupted teeth and dental 


cysts are not unusual in an involved sinus. 
Globular maxillary cysts which are ac- 
quired or developmental from trauma 
may also involve the sinus. 

In the handling of cases involving a 
root in the sinus, it is well to remember 
that the root is better removed through 
the buccal wall of the sinus than through 
an enlarged socket. The case should then 
be placed with a rhinologist. 

In the case of an antro oral fistula 
every effort must be made to close this 
by a flap operation and conserve the arch 
for a successful prosthesis. 

In cases of globular cysts, no teeth 
should be removed until the cystic condi- 
tion has been overcome and working with 
the rhinologist, it is possible to adopt 
a conservative treatment such as the 
Portsch technique offers.—“Dental Oral 
Surgical and Medical Treatment of Some 
Maxillary Sinus Conditions” by H. L.
